world—an existence which not 
only amuses but Instructs us In 


our days of Infantile freedom from 
care and responsibility. 
It is not 


unnatural that the child, whose mind 
and ideas aro far removed from tho 
hard realities of "life, should- fasten 
Its attention and Interest on that class 
of objects which are only Imitations 
of the actual but which In some de- 
gree reflect and express what has real 
existence. 
No one of mature years 


who watches the child playing with 
his toys can doubt the reality of the 
world In which tho toy and tho child 
are temporarily living, nor doubt from 
the absorbing interest and serious 
manner of the child that there Is 
something in that world created by 
the toy which appeals to the child na- 
ture. The two are linked Indlssolubly 
to each other and will always make 
tho toy Industry a successful business 
enterprise and an interesting study of 
child life ns reflected and expressed 
In the realms of toydom. 


In all ages of the world's history 


children havo loved toys. History re- 
cords the fact thflt figures of animals 
such as horses, goats and dogs, were 
fuund among tho toys mado of pot- 
tery years before tho Christian era. 
Even the mechanical toy Is not a now 
invention, 
for 
In 
ancient 
Greece, 


where moving statuary astonished or 
amused both rich and poor, there was 
scarcely an Athenian house which did 
not possess a mechanical toy of some 
sort. 
Moving figures of saints were 


used in churches centuries ago. and 


automatic angels which flapped their 
wings were known 
C.B far brick as 


1700, 
A silver acrobat performing on 


a horizontal bar of gold was oho. ol 
the toys which amused King: Louis 
XVI. In the sixteenth century Ber- 
nardino Baldi, n. mathematician, made 
great strides in perfecting: a mechan- 
ical appliance to bo placed inside of 
large dolls. 
It was a crude, clumsy 


affair, much too heavy for a child to 
use as ft toy, - but from this has 
evolved the walking doll. 


Balls, tops and marbles ficem to 


have been used since tho world be- 
gan, and 'many of the games played 
with these articles and supposed to 
be new fads are older than our na- 
.tlon. 
In the thirteenth and four- 


teenth centuries top-spinning was a 
common amusement- in Japan. 
Toy 


soldiers, doll houses and musical tops 
of all sorts have been used for cen- 
turies and many of them have Inter- 
esting histories. 
It Is not the pur- 


pose, however, of tho writer to go 
into these details, but to give the 
rpader 
Bomo facts 
regarding 
tho 


unique toys which Santa Glaus will 
distribute In America this year, and 
to tell something of tho wonderful 
toyland across tho water. 


Germany Is tho home of tho toy, 


for more than thirty, thousand of 
her citizens are engaged in the man- 
ufacture of playthings1 for children. 
Nuremburg, tho quaint old city in 
tho Kingdom of Bavaria, has main- 
tained Us place aa the. centre of tho 
trade. 
Ono toy factory, euid to be 


tho largest of its kind in tho world, 
employs 
fifteen 
hundred 
persons. 


Many of tho smaller factor lea make 


a specialty of somo certain kind of 
a toy—for instance, there arc fifty- 
two factories where wooden and horn 
toys am turned out, and twenty fac- 
tories which are devoted exclusively 
to tho manufacture of religious toys 
such ns miniature altars, churches for 
Christmas treo gardens, etc. Hun- 
dreds of small factories for general 
toy making are in operation. 
Many 


playthings, too, aro tho products, of 
tho "house Industry," that Is, they 
aro mado In the homes of the peas- 
ants, only tho members of the family 
participating. 
This class of work, 


however, Is not as common In tho 
towns a^ it Is in the nearby mountain 
districts. 
Once a week wagons are 


sent through the forests to collect tho 
toys that have been made each week. 
The villagers of tho Tlrs. produce some j 
well made unique .articles. 
A few I 


playthings nro turned out by tho peas- 
ants of the Thuringian forests as 
well, but the peoplo hero devote the 
greater part of their time to doll man- 
ufacture. The toys made In Nurem- 


burrj are of every . conceivable size 
and kind, but the principal products 
are metal and mechanical, toys—lead 
and 
tin soldiers, 
Hying' -machines, 


swimming and diving toys, beasts that 
walk and birds that fly, musicaUtoys, 
magic lanterns, celluloid toys,• rattles, 
building blocks, puzzles, etc. Each 
Christmas season, there is some spe- 
cial fail in these playthings—a run, 
so to speak, on a certain article. This 
year the demand is for soldiers. It 
seems curious, but it is nevertheless 
true, that the events of tho day shape 
the playthings of our children. Nine 
out of every ten boys until they are 
twelve years of nsc at least want to 
be soldiers, and the desire is much 
greater it there is a war in progress 
in some part of the world. Thu Bal- 
kan war hns cruise-d an increased de- 
mand for play soldiers, and the or- 
ders from America uro fairly swnmp- 
Iny tho German toy makers. Soldiers 
representing the armies of Bulgaria, 
Servla, Greece and Montenegro are 
risked for. Heretofore tho ioy makers 


had paid little attention to tho types 
of soldiers '• found in these countries, 
and when the first orders arrived they 
did not even have pictures • of these 
soldiers, to say nothing'of models of 
them. 
T-he manufacturers at once 


sent a man-out to secure photographs 
from life,, and from these have been 
ttiude typos of the invincible troops 
which astonished the world in their 


j fight against Turkej-, and for (he next 


j year thousands of American children 


will re-enact the battles of the Balkan 
war. Those soldier men a're made of 
tin, lead or wood. Thousands of them 
arc manufactured near the Troedel 
market In Nuremburg, where a large 
amount of machinery is used in their 
manufacture.* The machines arc In- 
genious contrivances which are easily 
manipulated, and in many of the fac- 
tories they are operated by girls. The 
little tin men are cut out of bis sheets 
of metal and then turned over to the ! 
^irls who color them up according to 
tho clothing- worn by the nations they 
are supposed to represent. 
The lead 


soldiers are mounted ami will stand, 
up better than the others owing to 
their weight. 
The wooden ones are 


also turned out by machinery and are 
n quality the most inferior of the lot. 


The general interest in. aeronautics 


has made the aeroplane one of the 
popular toys for Christmas, and vari- 
ous types of flying machines have 
boon placed on - the market. 
These 


are the products of the Kuremburg 
factories arid the majority of. them are 
worked on the principle of a clock— 
thai is, they are wound up with a key 
and will run for a given length of 
time. A biplane suspended to a string 
will fly around-in a circle for several 
minutes, a dirigible balloon rises and 
falls as if blown by the wind, while 
the monoplane is attached to a rod 
with a lead, ball on the other end and 
balanced on an upright rod. It is set 
in motion by winding the clock-work. 
The propeller revolves just aa tho one 
attached to a real r.eroplane and the 
machine rises gracefully and glides 
in a, circle until it reaches the top of 
tho upright rod. Then by a series 
of spiral glides it descends and rises 
again until the clockwork runs clown. 
This toy is really attractive even to- 
the adult and has already had a big 
sale. 


A mechanical bagatelle player, who 


shoots the balls at certain Intervals, 
is one of the newest toys, and this 
w?th another, which represents a man 
riding In an automobile and blowing 
a horn, are likely to be among the 
popular sellers. 
Turtles that creep 


over the floor, spincrs and dragon? 
that crawl and frogs that Jump are 
also shown. 
All sorts of water toys 


are on the market, from the models 
of our dreadnoughts to the tiny, noisy 
motor boats. An especially attractive 
one" In this line is a crew of sailors 
in a racing ahull. 
It can be wound 


up and put on water. The effect is 
rather startling, for the crew begin to 
row in a perfectly lifuliko manner and 


i 


continues several mlnuies rowing In 
perfect unison. . Animals and 
birds 


that can make a nois& are always 
popular, and some really excellent 
specimens are being offered. 
These, 


too, 
aro German products and genu- 


ine art Is shown In t^eir^ making. 
These are usually tho (work of the 
smaller factories. 
The) frames aro 


either of wood or wire orl,composition, 
the latter being preferable- as tha 
shapo of the animal is more perfect. 
Covering tho body with tlho skins of 
various kinds is almost a£ difficult as 
making furs, for the searjis must hot 
show. 
The covers for iho different 


animals are cut by sirlg bjut fastening 
them on the animnl is dome* by men. 
There is a lot of trimming^,up and pol- 
ishing rough edges, putting in "feel- 
ers" or "smellers" in aninnals such as 
Hons and tigers, etc. 
( 


Carved wooden toys arc tho prod- 


ucts of the Tyrol, and ].there . tho 
workers carve out wooden, animals 
with astonishing rapidity, i The work 
is hereditary,,and an AmUrican who 
recently visited this part o& tho world 
tells tho story of ;m old woman .whoso 
skill was confined to six j animals— 
cats, .dogs, goats, wolves, sheep and 
elephants. 
She had carvoa theso six 


animals all her life and hind no Idea 
how to do nynthing else, i Sho mado 
them In two sizes nnd turned put per- 
haps one thousand every War. Sho 
had no model or drawing or any kind, 
but from force of habit sh^ cut them 


Sho declared thac sho had 
exac. 
learned tho art from her nnother and 
that her mother had learrietil it In like 
manner from her grandmother, and, 
that she expected her daughter to pass 
the art of cutting these Mt animals 
down to future generations. 
Many 


of. the old women toy mjakers load 
their goods In baskets and .walk many 
miles to market.

family about her. Centuries ago It 
was iho custom when burying the 
dcn-d to place beside them In the grave 
the inanimate things they had loved 
in life. It was supposed that these 
things would amuse the dead In the 
epirit world as they had done In this 
world, and oe nn evidence that the 
child In those days loved tho doll Is 
ihe fact that In nearly every sarcoph- 
agus which hns been opened dating 
back to the time of Moses rjueer lit- 
tle figures tit human beings have 
ln*cn found with the dead children— 
'iftcntlmes clasped in the arms of the 
little Egyptian mummits. 


"With tho march of civilization and 


progress of art and science the doll 
became more and mori lifelike un- 
til today It Is an almost perfect coun- 
terpart of tho human being, and 
thousands of dollars arc spent each 
year to bring It nearer to perfection. 
.Millions of dolls are manufactured 
annually, and as one looka over tho 
displays In tho toy storen about Christ- 
inas time one begins to ank "Whore 
tlo all thfiso dolls come from, who 
makes thorn iind what Is the procc.se 
of manufacture?" 
Like tho greater 


piirt of the toys used they arc made 
In Germany away up Jn Iho Thurln- 


gian forests, and In Bavaria around 
tho City of Xuremburg. 
Thurlngla, 


perhaps, furnishes tho greatest num- 
ber, for in that province whole fami- 
lies are engaged In the Industry, There 
Is a sort of unwritten law that doll 
making Is hereditary In certain fam- 
ilies and the greatest secrecy Is main- 
tained by theso families ag to some of 
the formulas used In coloring, wig 
making, etc. Sonneburg, a little Ger- 
man city in Thuringla, contains sev- 
eral large factories whore a small 
army of men, women and children 
are employed—In fact, "the doll mak- 
ing industry is tho source of revenue 
for the entiro population of tho town. 
The factories there use a certain kind 
of enamel which gives a beautiful life- 
like appearance to tho faces of the 
dolls. The formula Is tho work of a 
German chemist who discovered ft af- 
ter many experiments and it Is known 
only to n few of tho employes who 
guard the knowledge of Hu Ingredi- 
ents with the greatest secrecy. Some 
of tho very beat dolls aro made in 
Sonncburg, too, for there IB an acad- 
emy of design where tho chlldrcn^nro 
taught 
modelling and coloring: by 


artists. This school was established In 
.1851, and Its model room contains 
many excellent plocc« of uRiilnturo and 
ruro old prints. 
Modelling dolla la no 


easy task, and it is remarkable what 
perfect figures tho students of, this 
school arc able to turn out. Moulds 
aro made from the models, and from 
thcso leaden patterns the heads, arms 
and legs are turned out—a special 
machine being used for stamping- the 
hands. The factories, especially the 
kneading room, arc hot and filled with 
steam and for this reason tho big, 
brawny 
Germans who knead 
the 


mixture wear as few clothes as pos- 
sible while At work. 
The makeup 


of composition dolls is 'composed of 
old ragif and paper with a large 
amount of gum tragacanth. The mix- 
ture is k-noadod to a pnsto and heated. 
In a nearby room the moulds are set 
up In rows and here the women work- 
ers ml the moulds ono after 
an- 


other in rapid succession. After they 
cool n man by a peculiar twist of 
his hamln separates tho lead patterns 
and pulls out the doll's head, leg or 
arm ns tho caso may he. Tho pol- 
isher then trims off tho rough edges 
and cttrrJcH tho heads to Iho socket 
cutter whore holes arc made for tho 
eyes.

The entire doll Is never mado by 


ono person alone, and years ago be- 
fore tho art of machinery had been 
perfected a doll passed through the 
hands of at least twcnty-flvo persons 
In-fore it had been completed, and 
even after this handling; it wag a 
clumsy, awkward thing as compared 
with the dolls of today. The bodies 
in those days w£rc stiff, being with- 
out joints and often covered with kid. 


The dolls madft In France, especially 


at Vincnnnes, have- an exquisite lln- 
Ish. 
This Is accounted for from tho 


fact that each year, there Is a prize 
offered for tho host design for dolls, 
ami new Ideas in their manufacture. 
Doll dressmaking in Paris la a ffen- 
u!no science for the Parisian article, 
llko her human counterpart of that 
city, lakes tho fashions with her 
everywhere. 


Eaeh year new fnds In tho doll lino i 


nro Hhown, anil this year tho linau-' 
tlful baby dolls, with their Hfellko; 


faces painted from living models, aro 
to be seen in the shops, as tvell aa 
the "character doll"—-ono modelle(d 
nnd painted from living models of the 
nations they represent. . Tho dress- 
makers have found it no easy mat- 
ter to clothe tho character dolls cor- 
rectly, for In many lands tho, national 
costumes aro a thing of tho past, hav- 
ing been superseded by the styles 
from Paris, and Iho museums of cos- 


. tunics of different countries had to bo 
| examined before: the exact style ot 
' dress could be made. This year when 
tho little girl awakens on Christmas 
morning she is likely to 'find a little 
Swiss peasant or a German nurso or ' 
a French lady of fashion In her stock- 
ing. 
Tho educational value of such 


dolls I:i inestimable for they impress 
upon tho mind of the child the salient 
characteristics both in feature and 
dress of the children of foreign lands.

A few 


of these have been exported, but they 
have not proved very popular with 
tho European child. Russia has sev- 
eral largo doll-making factories, but 
her exports are small, and Ireland 
produces a special kind of unbreak- 
abln doll which is rarely seen In 
America, "although It Is rather pretty 
and will stand hard wear. 


Altogether the history of this pop- 


ular toy is interesting but just, who 
invented the doll or who played with 
the' first, ono or what its form was will, 
perhaps, never be known. 
There is 


cvon somn discussion as to how tho 
word "doll" originated. According to 
va well known English writer the word 
wnfi lirst found in nn English dic- 
tionary in 1700. However, the origin 
of tho word, or cvon of thn doll Itself, 
makes little dlffercnco fo tho children 
of tho present generation. Come how 
It may, it Is hero to stay and form a 
never-ending joy to-tho little-'Ameri- 
can girl. 
So, hero's to "Miss Dol-

The only serious accident on the main line of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 


Railroad, thus far this year between Boston and New York, was at Westport, October 3rd, 
when the engineer, with five years of clear record behind him, from some forever unknown 
cause, passed seven signals and warnings and took a No. 10 cross over at 50 miles an hour 
where his speed regulation called for 15. He lost his life and the lives of six others. Had the 
crossover been a No. 20, the regulation for which is 25 miles an hour, the result would have 
been the same. 


But there may be some violation of rules and regulations in the future, v/hen, with a 


somewhat less speed a No. 20 cross-over, which is 50% longer than a No. 10, may save a train 
from disaster, and No. 20 cross-overs have been ordered installed for all express service as 
soon as the weather will permit. 


Meanwhile the Public Utilities Commission of Connecticut has ordered that all express 


trains come to a full stop at cross-overs before the switch is changed for the detour of the train. 


This order is being strictly complied with and lengthens the running time between 


New York and Boston by twelve minutes, some of which can be made up in clear sections 


of the track. 


But as SAFETY MUST BE THE FIRST CONSIDERATION, the officials of the road 


are now figuring to what extent there should be a readjustment of the time schedule tem- 
porarily for the winter traffic. 


The New York and Chicago expresses have lengthened their time for the winter by 


two hours and a corresponding lengthening of our five hour trains would mean a winter time of 
five hours and a half for our present five hour trains. This is quite unnecessary in view of the 
fact that the New. Haven roadbed and rails are unsurpassed for solidity of construction by 
any railroad in the United States; and if it is finally determined that with these stops at cross- 
overs there must be a lengthening of tjriie schedules it will not be more than fifteen minutes for 
the five hour expresses and in such proportion as may be found necessary for other trains.

Although the members 
of the board of health claim-to have been active in attempting to solve the 
problem of eliminating the disease, or deciding on preventive measures, 
.there seems to be a difference of opinion and afso discord among the mem- 
bers of the board, and until that is eliminated little success can be expected 
from the board's efforts.

only serious accident on the main line of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 


Railroad, thus far this year between Boston and New York, was at Westport, October 3rd, 
when the engineer, with five years of clear record behind him, from some forever unknown 
cause, passed seven signals and warnings and took a No. 10 cross over at 50 miles an hour 
where his speed regulation called for 15. He lost his life and the lives of six others. Had the 
crossover been a No. 20, the regulation for which is 25 miles an hour, the result would have 
been the same. 


But there may be some violation of rules and regulations in the future, when, with a 


somewhat less speed a No. 20 cross-over, which is 50% longer than a No. 10, may save a train 
from disaster, and No. 20 cross-overs have been ordered installed for all express service as 
soon as the weather will permit. 


Meanwhile the Public Utilities Commission of Connecticut has ordered that all express 


trains come to a full stop at cross-overs before the switch is changed for the detour of the train. 


This order is being strictly complied with and lengthens the running lime between 


New York and Boston by twelve minutes, some of which can be made up in clear sections 
of the track. 


But as SAFETY MUST BE THE FIRST CONSIDERATION, the officials of the road 


are now figuring to what extent there should be a readjustment of the time schedule tem- 
porarily for the winter traffic. 


The New York and Chicago expresses have lengthened their time for the winter by 


two hours and a corresponding lengthening of our five hour trains would mean a winter time of 
five hours aad a half for our present five hour trains. This is quite unnecessary in view of the 
fact that the New Haven roadbed and rails are unsurpassed for solidity of construction by 
any railroad m the United States; and if it is finally determined that with these stops at cross- 
overs there must be a lengthening of time schedules it will not be more than fifteen minutes for 
the five hour expresses and in such proportion as may be found necessary for other trains.
